To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Driffield  Rural 
District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Rural  District  for  1937. 

It  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  his  circular  1650  of  October  4th,  1937. 

The  year  1937  has  seen  great  improvements  in  matters 
relating  to  the  Public  Health  of  a Rural  Population.  Greatest 
of  all,  perhaps,  is  the  fact  that  now  the  new  Avater  supply  to 
the  whole  of  the  area  is  not  very  far  from  completion. 
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There  can  be  no  ^^'reater  boon  to  an  area  than  a plentiful 
supply  of  pure  water  laid  on  to  the  premises.  To  those  who, 
during  their  whole  lives,  have  been  condemned  to  wash 
themselves,  their  dishes,  and  clothing  in  a minute  quantity  of 
dirty  rain  water,  or  water  carried  in  buckets  from  a distance, 
it  will  be  a Godsend. 

The  next  important  matter  is  housing.  In  two  villages 
over  half  of  the  cottages  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  This  shews  the  general  standard  cjf  housing  for 
the  working  classes.  It  is  hoped  that  all  these  will  be  cleared 
away  and  that  the  new,  airy,  comfortable  cottages  will  be 
found  more  healthv. 

During  19v37  the  County  Council  has  placed  the  services 
of  qualified  Mid  wives  within  reach  of  the  poorest.  Although 
the  maternity  morality  rate  in  the  area  was  again  nil  it  is 
hoped  that  by  these  additional  safeguards  to  keep  it  so. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  a nuber  of  matters  not  so 
satisfactory — which  must  receive  the  attention  of  the  Council 
at  an  early  date. 

Firstly,  Sewage — which  is  dealt  with  piece-meal  in  the 
area.  .Some  runs  into  dry  ditches,  some  into  ponds  in  the 
villages  and  many  houses  have  no  satisfactory  drains  at  all. 
With  the  ex])ected,  and  ho])ed  for,  more  general  use  of  water 
closets  and  1)aths  as  a result  of  the  piped  water  supply,  the 
problem  will  need  tackling  over  the  wliole  area. 

That  hardy  annual — scavenging  and  the  disposal  of 
indestructable  refuse — remains  in  the  same  unhappy  position 
as  it  was  4 years  ago.  It  can  only  be  described  as  inefficient 
and  unsatisfactory. 

1937  has  been  generally  a health}^  year.  No  epidemics  of 
serious  illness  have  taken  place.  The  birth  rate  has  risen 
slightly  and  the  death  rate  remained  about  the  same.  The 
number  of  infectious  cases  notified  is  much  lower  than  last 
year.

Pie  states  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  up  to 
standard  and  the  health  of  the  men  is  up  to  the  average. 
There  were  no  epidemics  during  the  year.

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SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  of  the  Area. 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Clinical  Research  Association  and  the  Hull  Royal 
Infirmary  Patholos^ical  Dept,  perform  this  work  by 
arrangement  Avith  the  County  Council. 

During  1937  the  following  Specimens  were  examined  and 
reported  on : — 

24  Swabs  Avere  examined  for  diphtheria. 

20  Specimens  of  Sputum  were  examined  for  T.B. 

3 Specimens  of  P)lood  AAmre  examined  for  Typhoid. 

2 Specimens  of  Water  Avere  examined. 

1 Specimen  of  Cerebrospinal  Fluid  Avas  examined. 

2.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  private  Ambulance  is  depended  on  for  all  cases  except 
the  infectious  ones. 

There  has  been  no  other  change  in  the  Health  Services 
in  the  area. 


SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  AAvater  su|)])lies  of  the  district  remain  the  same  as  in 
ni}^  previous  re])orts  and,  as  regards  character  and  sufficiency, 
are  as  set  out  in  my  Survey  Report  of  1930. 

The  Aullage  of  Fridaythor])c  again  experienced  a failure 
of  the  water  supply.  As  preAdously  reported,  this  Aullage  is 
entirely  dependent  on  rain  AAXiter  Avhich,  OAA'ing  to  the  drought, 
gave  out  in  the  month  of  October.  In  consecjuence  of  this 
failure  the  Sanitary  Inspector  arranged  AA’ith  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  ct  the  Pcjcklington  Rural  District  for  a siptplA^  to  be 
obtained  from  that  Councibs  Avater  main  at  West  Greenwick 
and  conveyed  by  motor  lorry  to  tanks  placed  in  the  village 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  until  rain  relieved  the  situation, 
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Public  pumps  were  all  maintained  in  order  to  give  tbeir 
maximum  service  and,  where  necessary,  re])airs  were  carried 
out. 


Nafferton,  still  the  only  village  with  a laid-on  supply, 
had  no  extensions  to  the  mains  on  the  system.  A sample  of 
water  was  taken  from  a private  tap  on  the  service  from  a 
connection  pipe  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
the  report  on  same  showed  the  water  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  obtained  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination,  one  (as  before-mentioned)  from 
the  Nafferton  Waterworks  main,  the  other  from  one  of  the 
permanent  boreholes  at  the  new  Pumping  Station  at  Hutton ; 
the  report  on  the  latter  shows  the  water  to  be  cjuite 
satisfactory  and  is  as  follows : — •

REMAR.KS. — The  bacterial  count  is  exceptionally  low 
especially  for  a new  boring.  No  excremental  types  of 
organisms  are  present  and  the  water  is  quite  safe  for 
drinking  purposes. 

Water  Supply  Scheme. — The  carrying  out  of  the  Council’s 
Area  Scheme  by  the  laying  of  water  mains  has  been  proceeded 
with,  but  there  still  remains  a considerable  amount  of  work 
to  be  done  before  the  scheme  is  in  operation. 
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The  temporary  supply  to  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station 
near  Driffield  is  being  maintained. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — No  extension  of  sewerage  in 
any  of  the  parishes  has  l3een  carried  out,  neither  has  any  work 
been  undertaken  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal 
works,  and  the  character  of  this  service  remains  as  at  the  end 
of  1936. 

Idle  question  of  Schemes  for  the  villages  of  Garton  and 
Tibthorpe  has  received  consideration  by  the  Council,  and  the 
Sanitary  Surveyor  is  instructed  to  prepare  plans  and  specific- 
ations with  a view  to  obtaining  tenders  for  carrying  the 
Schemes  into  effect,  this  being  dealt  with  in  1938. 

A Special  "Report  on  ‘'Drainage  and  Sanitary  Arrange- 
ments of  the  Area,”  compiled  by  the  Senior  Sanitar}^  Inspector 
is  of  interest,  the  following  being  a copy  of  it : —

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Council  at  the 
Meeting  held  on  Thursda^q  the  7th  instant,  I have  prepared 
the  following  report  on  the  Drainage  and  Sanitary  Arrange- 
ments of  the  Area  : — 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE,  AND  OUTFALLS. 

BAINdOXb — Covered  sanitar}'  pipe  drains  or  sewers. 
One  section  em])tics  on  to  an  open  channel  on  the  south  side 
of  Low  Street.  Outfall  into  an  open  drain  at  the  south-east 
end  of  the  villag’c,  wliich  empties  into  a soakaAvay, 
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BEEFORD. — The  west  end  of  the  villag'e  has  a properly 
constructed  6”  sanitary  pipe  sewer  discharging  into  a Settling 
Tank,  the  effluent  from  which  enters  an  open  drain. 

From  the  latter  section  eastwards  to  the  Cross  Roads, 
several  sections  of  common  land  pipes  (part)  and  sanitary 
pipes  (part)  empty  without  any  settlement  arrangements 
either  direct  into  the  ‘‘Braemar  Drain”  or  into  open  drains 
which  connect  up  with  the  “Braemar  Drain.” 

The  eastern  side  of  the  village  has  various  drains^ 
emptying  direct  into  the  Beck  which  flows  northwards  along- 
side the  Bridlington  Road. 


GEMBLTNG — which  is  in  the  parish  of  Beeford,  is 
drained  individually  direct  into  open  drains. 

COTTAM  (which  includes  Cowlam). — The  drainage  is 
dealt  with  individually. 


FIMBER' — has  a sanitary  pipe  drain  leading  down  from 
the  Primitive  Methodist  Chapel  to  a Settling  Tank,  the 
outlet  from  which  is  conducted  to  a soakaway. 

FOSTON — has  several  sections  of  land  drain  pipes  acting 
as  sewers  which  discharge  into  open  drains. 

BRIGHAM — Avhich  is  in  the  parish  of  Foston,  is  dealt 
with  individually  except  for  a section  of  land  drain  pipes  from 
,the  top  of  the  hill  down  to  the  canal  Avhich  receives  the  outfall 
direct. 


FRIDAYTHORPE. — A system  of  sanitary  pipe  sewer 
leads  down  from  the  School  to  Settling  Tanks.  Huggate 
Road  is  not  sewered  and  the  higher  parts  on  the  Ponds  Side 
are  dealt  with  individually.  A scheme  for  better  disposal  at 
the  Settling  Tanks  is  to  be  prepared. 

GARTON. — A sanitary  pipe  sewer  serves  the  east  end  of 
the  village,  the  outfall  being  diect  into  an  open  drain.  The 
remaining  part  of  the  village  is  served  by  an  open  channel 
which  discharges  direct  into  an  open  drain.  The  latter  section 
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is  to  be  surveyed  with  a view  to  properly  sewering  same. 
The  outlying  parts  are  dealt  with  individually. 

HARPHAM. — Harpham  village  is  sewered  partly  by  land 
drain  pipes  and  partly  by  sanitary  pipes,  which  lead  to  a 
Settling  Tank  for  the  western  portion,  the  outlet  from  the 
Settling  Tank  discharging  into  an  open  drain.  For  the 

eastern  portion,  the  outlets  discharge  immediately  into  open 
drains. 

LOWTHORPE — which  is  in  the  parish  of  Plarpham,  is 
partly  drained  by  both  land  pipes  and  sanitary  pipes  and 

these  discharge  direct  into  open  drains.  Much  of  the 

property  is  dealt  with  individually. 

RUSTON  PARVA — Avhich  is  also  in  the  ])arish  of 
Harpham  has  land  pipe  main  drains,  discharging  direct  into 
open  drains. 

HUTTON  CRANSWICK.— A portion  of  the  village  of 
Cranswick  is  sewered  by  sanitary  pipes,  viz : from  the 

Council  Houses  on  the  Hutton  Road  to  the  Main  Street, 
where  it  joins  another  sanitary  pipe  section  from  the  Main 
Road  down  to  the  north  east  corner  of  the  village  green. 
From  this  point  land  drain  pipes  of  all  sizes  carry  on  down 
to  the  north  east  corner  of  the  Green,  where  it  is  taken  up  by 
sanitary  pipes  again  for  a short  distance,  then  land  pipes,  and 
finalh^  sanitary  pipes  again  down  to  the  Railway.  The  sewer 
turns  to  the  south  on  the  west  side  of  the  Railway,  and 
empties  eventually  into  an  open  drain. 

Southgate  is  drained  by  land  pipes  discharging  into  an 
open  drain.  Below  the  Station  a land  pipe  drain  commences 
opposite  Mr.  Lisseter’s  farm,  turns  the  corner  into  Sheepman 
Lane,  and  eventually  discharges  direct  into  an  open  drain. 

At  Hutton,  land  drain  pipes  acting  as  sewers  discharge 
direct  into  open  drains. 

Outlying  portions  are  dealt  with  individually. 

KELK — has  one  small  section  at  the  south  end,  all 
sanitary  pipes,  discharging  into  an  open  drain.  The  remainder 
of  the  parish  is  dealt  with  by  land  })ipes  or  individuallv. 
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KILHAM — is  seAvered  for  the  main  portion  of  the  village, 
the  outfall  being  Settling  Tanks  and  filtration  trenches. 

The  AA’est  end  portion  is  dealt  wdth  both  individually  and 
by  means  of  land  pipes  and  a few  sanitary  pipes  discharging 
into  an  open  drain. 

KIRKBURN — Kirkburn  A'illage  has  se\^eral  small  sections 
of  land  drain  pipes,  Avhich  discharge  into  the  Beck. 

SOUTHBURX- — Avhich  is  in  the  parish  of  Kirkburn  is 
seAA^ered  partly  by  sanitary  pipes  and  partly  by  land  drain 
pipes,  and  outfall  being  a Settling  Tank,  the  outlet  discharging 
into  an  open  drain. 

The  outlying  portions  are  dealt  with  individually. 

LANGTOFT. — This  village  is  badly  served.  Part 
sanitary  and  part  land  pipes  discharging  direct  into  the  top 
pond,  the  OA'erfioAA’  from  vTich  is  conveyed  by  sanitary  pipes 
to  an  open  channel  in  the  Back  Street,  this  channel  discharging 
into  the  bottom  pond.  The  Front  Street  has  a section  of  land 
and  sanitary  pipes  very  near  to  the  surface. 

MIDDLETON — has  a sanitary  pipe  seAverage  system 
discharging  into  Settling  Tanks,  the  overfloAv  from  Avhich  is 
dealt  wdth  in  a soakaAvay  dug  in  the  rock.  This  outfall  cannot 
be  said  to  be  satisfactory. 


NAFFERTON'. — The  major  portion  of  the  village  is 
sew^ered  and  discharges  into  Settling  Tanks  and  a filtration 
area. 

Parts,  namely  Station  Road  and  the  loAver  end  of  Nether- 
gate,  have  piped  seAvers  discharging  into  open  drains. 

NORTH  DALTON — except  for  the  Avest  end  the  whole 
of  North  Dalton  is  sewered  by  sanitary  pipes  discharging  to 
Settling  Tanks,  and  percolating  filters.  The  west  end  and 
outlying  portions  are  dealt  Avith  individually. 

NORTH  FRODINGHAM.  — The  Main  Street  and 
Brandesburton  Road  are  seovered  Avith  sanitary  pipes  dowm 
to  a brick  culvert,  eventually  discharging  into  Settling  Tanks 
and  a percolating  filter.  The  eastern  end  of  the  Main  Street, 
wTich  cannot  be  brought  into  the  latter  section,  is  piped  wifh 
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sanitary  pipes  discharg'ino-  into  the  open  drain  in  Beeford 
Road.  Boston  Lane  discharges  direct  into  open  drains. 

SKERNE. — Skerne  has  a sanitary  pipe  drain  leading 
from  the  end  of  Driffield  Road  to  the  Front  Street,  down  the 
Front  Street  to  the  West  Beck,  where  it  discharges  direct. 
The  Back  Street  is  not  drained  and  properties  are  dealt  with 
individually. 

WANSFORD — which  is  in  the  parish  of  Skerne  has  both 
sanitary  and  land  drain  pipes  which  empty  into  an  open  drain 

known  as  the  ‘‘Catchwater.” 

» 

SLEDMERE — is  sewered,  the  whole  of  this  together 
with  the  outfall  being  the  private  property  of  the  Sledmere 
Estate. 


TIBTHORPE — from  the  Draw-well  at  the  west  end  to 
the  Bainton  Road  and  from  the  Pond  down  the  Bainton  Road 
is  sewered  by  means  of  sanitary  pipes  discharging  into  an 
open  drain  ; that  part  of  the  village  above  the  Draw-well  is 
not  sewered,  but  dealt  with  individually,  as  also  are  the 
properties  on  the  lane  running  eastward  from  Bainton  Road. 

WATTON. — Watton  has  a land  drain  pipe  serving  as  a 
sewer  running  from  the  west  to  the  Main  Road,  under  the 
Main  Road  and  discharging  direct  into  an  open  drain. 

WETWANG. — Wetwang  is  not  sewered  at  all;  there  is 
a drain  running  dov/n  the  Main  Street  into  the  bottom  pond 
but  this  was  laid  in  by  the  County  Council  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  road  surface  water.  Sewage  is  certainly  deposited 
in  the  surface  water  gullies.  The  outlet  from  the  pond  is 
])iped  along  a stack  yard  wall  down  to  a Settling  Tank  on  the 
side  of  the  road  known  as  “Southfield  Well  Balk,”  the  outlet 
from  which  discharges  into  an  open  drain. 

GENERA!.. — Where  covered  drains  discharge  direct  into 
open  drains  it  is  the  general  policy  to  keep  the  open  drains 
clear  and  free  from  all  deposits.

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Having"  in  mind  the  fact,  it  is  inevitable  that  Sewmrage 
and  Sewerage  Disposal  Schemes  are  bound  to  follow  the  laid- 
on  water  supply  scheme,  in  consequence  chiefly  of  the  desire 
for  installing  water  closets,  and  after  considering  the 
foregoing  Special  Report,  it  will  be  realised  that  a great 
amount  of  time  and  thought  will  have  to  be  given  to  this  very 
necessary  service. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  position  regarding  Rivers  and  Streams  remains  the 
same.  No  action  has  been  taken  other  than  the  cleansing  of 
open  drains  which  receive  sewerage  outfalls  without 
treatment. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  ])roblem  of  installing  Avater  closets  is  a rather 
complicated  one  at  the  moment.  The  provision  of  a laid-on 
water  supply  is  creating  a demand  for  the  water-carriage 
system  which  naturally  suggests  Sewerage  Disposal  and 
Purification  Plants,  especially  in  the  larger  villages.  This 
(juestion,  as  previously  remarked  upon  earlier  in  this  report, 
is  a matter  for  careful  thought  and  one  which  is  bound  to 
loom  largely  in  the  business  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  Council  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  practice  of  conversion  of  insanitary  privy  middens  to 
pail  closets  is  still  being  proceeded  with,  and  with  a view  to 
further  conversions  to  the  water-carriage  system  when 
available.  This  may  also  be  said  of  the  sanitary  accommo- 
dation provided  for  new  houses.

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  of  both  Night  Soil  and  Indestructible  House- 
hold Refuse  is  undertaken  in  the  village  of  Nafferton  only. 
The  work  is  let  and  by  contract,  the  night  soil  becoming  the 
property  of  the  Contractor  who  disposes  of  it  on  his  land, 
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whilst  the  indestructible  refuse  is  conveyed  to  and  disposed 
of  by  tipping  in  the  Chalk  Pit  at  Nafferton  Wold. 

Collections  of  Indestructible  Household  Refuse  have  been 
made  in  the  villages  of  Beeford,  Friday thorpe,  Langtoft, 
North  Frodingham  and  Wetwang,  in  order  to  clear  up 
unsightly  and  insanitary  deposits  which  had  accumulated. 

At  Hutton  Cranswick  and  Kilham  the  Parish  Councils 
have  caused  monthly  collections  to  be  made,  these  being 
conveyed  to  and  deposited  in  disused  Chalk  Pits. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  a Scheme  for  Scavenging 
the  whole  area  but  nothing  of  a definite  nature  had  been 
decided  upon  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A Scheme,  however, 
for  the  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Indestructible  Household 
Refuse  is  being  drafted,  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  1938  such 
a scheme  will  be  brought  into  being  as,  unless  something  is 
done  in  this  respect,  the  old  practice  of  householders 
surreptitiously  tipping  in  hedge  bottoms  and  open  spaces,  in 
order  to  get  rid  of  their  rubbish,  will  be  continued.

In  carrying  out  this  method  of  treatment,  the  greatest 
care  was  taken  to  ensure  the  spray  reaching  backs  of 
skirtings,  architraves,  etc.,  and  all  parts  of  furniture.

General  Observations. 

In  February  the  Council  considered  Official  Represent- 
ations concerning  87  houses  at  Fimber  (3),  Fridaythorpe  (34), 
Kirkburn  (4),  and  Wetwmng  (46),  and  made  19  Clearance 
Orders. 

Objections  were  made  in  respect  of  11  areas,  3 of  which 
v/ere  withdrawn  and  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  to  deal  with 
the  remaining  8. 

On  the  31st  December  intimation  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  to  the  effect  that  every  Order  was  conffrmed  without 
modification. 

The  Public  Fiealth  staff  have  proceeded  further  Avith  this 
work  on  Housing  and  more  Orders  will  be  made  in  1938. 

During  the  year  the  Re-Housing  Programme  has  been 
proceeded  with  and  56  houses  are  being  erected  at  Fimber  (2), 
Fridaythorpe  (26),  and  Wetwang  (28).

Milk  Supply. 

The  whole  of  my  remarks  relating*  to  local  milk  supplies, 
contained  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  still  apply. 

A considerable  quantity  of  milk  is  produced  in  the  district 
and  sent  into  Hull  by  both  road  and  rail. 

Messrs.  Glaxo  Laboratories  Ltd.  have  built  and  o])ened 
out  a new  factory  in  Driffield  (the  Urban  Area)  and  a large 
quantity  of  milk  produced  in  the  rural  area  is  disposed  of  here. 

The  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  is 
administered  by  the  Public  Health  Department  through  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  concentration  by  these  Officers  on 
Housing  work  has  left  this  side  of  their  work  somewhat 
neglected,  although  as  much  attention  as  possible  has  been 
given  to  it,  and  the  following  table  shows  what  has  been  done

Generally  speaking  the  various  premises  are  kept  in  a 
clean  and  vrholesome  condition  and  no  trouble  is  experienced 
in  administering  the  relative  Regulations,  etc. 

Motor  Vans  carrying  food  supplies  for  retailing  in  the 
villages,  these  are  regularly  inspected  and  are  found  to  be 
well  maintained  and  kept  in  a clean  condition. 

There  is  practically  no  ante-mortem  inspection  of  animals 
for  slaughter  and  post-mortem  inspection  is  carried  out  as 
efficiently  as  possible  over  such  a wddely  scattered  area.
